There is no better grass and dairy 
section in America than the Southern 
New York highlands, and in favored 
localities dairying has attained a high 
degree of development. One of these 
progressive dairy districts is the hilly 
plateau comprising the southwestern 
towns of Steuben county. This is a 
well watered region, with springs or 
small streams on every farm. The soil 
is strong and productive, and the pas- 
tures are comparatively free from 
weeds and yield abundantly of rich 
grasses in normal seasons. 

This highland country is a land of 
big red barns, the large barns being 
necessary to house the stock and hold 
the bulky hay and grain crops. No 
section of country has made greater 
progress in farming methods during 





the last fifteen years. The country 
is dotted over with cheese factories 
and creameries and the milk shipping 
stations are reaching farther and 
farther into the hills for their sup- 
ply.

is a roomy old farm house, modern- 
ized with running water, bath, and 
other present day improvements. The 
barns are large and convenient. The 
cow stable is 100x386 feet, with a 
30x46 feet straw barn and shed an- 
nex, a horse stable 40x60 feet, and a 
20x30 feet garage, providing ample 
accommodations for the stock and 
farm equipment. The stable has a 
cement floor, and is warm, well lighted 
and well ventilated. Clean surround- 
ings, plenty to eat and the pure air 
of the highlands make an ideal life 
for the cow anl calf. Mr. Dennis 
has never known of a case of tubercu- 
losis on the farm. The milking is 
done with a Stephens milker, with a 
capacity of six cows at a time. 

The head of the Woodbury Farm 
herd is Star Farm Lyons Cornucopia 
61928, a grandson of a cow with a 
record of 34.71 pounds butter in seven 
days. A young herd sire, Beauty 
Walker Pietertje Palmyra 113855, son 
of the cow that topped the consign- 
ment sale in June, last year, by sell- 
ing for $3,000 has recently been pur- 
chased by Mr. Dennis. In the herd 
are a number of high producing cows 
one of which is Gover’s De Kol 89668, 
with a seven-day record of 24.16 
pounds butter. 

Mr. Dennis has adopted a system 
of feeding which brings results at 
the milk pail and in the development 
of good stock. He feeds alfalfa hay, 
ensilage, some fine and coarse hay 
not fit for market, also grains pro- 
duced on the farm, consisting of buck- 
wheat, oats, barley, wheat and corn, 
with commercial feeds to make a bal- ' 








anced ration for each individual ani- 
mal. The following are his rations 
for cows in milk: 

160 pounds Biles or distiller’s grain 

200 pounds bran 

150 pounds oats or barley ground 

100 pounds oil meal. 

100 pounds gluten, hominy or 
ground buckwheat. . 

100 pounds cottonseed meal. 

This mixture is fed at the rate of 
one pound of feed to three or four 
pounds of milk. 

The calves are fed cracked corn 
alone or cracked corn and oats with 
a little oil meal. 

The fattening ration for dry cows 
and two-year-olds coming in milk is 
as follows: 

200 pounds bran 





150 pounds groats 

100 pounds oil meal 

100 pounds hominy or ground buck. 
wheat. 

In reply to our question, “what is 
your opinion of the prospects for the 
dairy industry in New York state,” 
Mr. Dennis answered: 

“I would say that the prospects 
never looked better than now, as very 
high prices are being offered for cows 
for shipping, and judging from the 
scarcity of good cows they will be 
worth more money in the future than 
now. We have faced a winter with 
high prices for feed, but dairy pro- 
ducts have advanced to meet it. In 
this part of the state farmers have 
been feeding since the first of August. 

Mr. Dennis gives his reasons for 
breeding Holstein-Friesions as fol- 
lows: 


“1, They are the best and hardiest 
general purpose cows. 

“2. They are the most uniformly 
bred for milk production. 

“3. Their calves are all born 
strong and ready to thrive on good 
care and feeding. . 

“4. They will convert into milk 
more rough fodder produced on the 
farm than other breeds. 

“5. Their disposition is quiet and 
contented. Last but not least they are 
always in good demand at good prices. 
Having a good herd of Holstein- 
Friesians is practically the same as 
having a good healthy account in a 
good, substantial bank.” 

In his modern farm home, with 
large neatly painted barns, sur- 
rounded by wide acres of fertile soil 
and possessing a fine herd of well 
bred cows, the owner of Woodbury 
Stock Farm is practically demonstrat-

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LAKE COUNTY FARMERS’ DAIRY 
MEETING 
’ By S. J. Craig, County Agent 
Crown Point, Ind. 

About one hundred people attended 
the Dairy Demonstration meeting held 
March 5th. In the forenoon every 
one attended the dairy cow demon- 
stration work at the farm of Wm. 
Newton, about one mile east of Crown 












































Point. Mr. Newton not only sent a 
wagon to the city to convey to the 
farm all who wished to attend but 
turned his whole dairy herd over to 
the County Agent and people to use 
for educational purposes for the day. 
His only request was to leave the 
cows on the farm when the meeting 
was over. 

Wm. Forbes from Washington, D. 
C. gave a very practical talk on the 
dairy cow and the judging according 
to the dairy type. One of. the best 
Holstein-Friesian cows was used for 
this demonstration work. 

Eight other Holstein-Friesian cows 
were brought out and the audience 
placed the three best cows as they 
thought they should be placed. Mr. 
Forbes then placed them and gave 
his reasons. There were five persons 
who did not place any of the four 
best cows. Seven selected the fourth, 
twenty-one the first, twenty-one the 
second, and fourteen the third. But 
only six placed the first cow right, 
eight the second and eight the third. 

Mr. Newton belongs to one of the 
two “cow testing” associations in this 
county, and he was in a position to 
give the people the only true method 
of judging the dairy cow, the Babcock 
test and the scales. The cow that was 
placed fourth was the best cow, but 
according to the comparative test she 
would not be entitled to a ribbon in 
the show ring. The demonstration 
brought to the minds of everybody 
that it is not always safe to rely on 
our judgment to select cows for dairy 
purposes. We cannot tell by looking 
at a cow just what her internal work- 
ing machinery is capable of trans- 
forming into useful by-products. The 
only correct test is the Scales and 
Babcock test. 

To further enlighten the people on 
this subject a meeting was held in the 
assembly room of the court house in 
the afternoon, and was well attended. 

Wm. Newton spoke a few words to 
those who had not yet attended to 
their dues in the Milk Producers’ As- 
sociation. 

W. O. Mills, a practical dairyman 
from Hendricks county, gave a prac- 
tical talk on “herd improvement.” A 
successful dairyman had to be wide 
awake, alert, progressive and up-to- 
date. Always select the best individu- 
als to retain in the herd and keep at 
the head of the herd a pure bred sire, 
of the best possible breeding and in- 
dividuality. Remembering that the 
sire is half the herd. 

We should have light, clean, well 
ventilated, sanitary stables to prevent 
disease, contamination, and to produce 
high grade milk. 

Lake county is on the map as the 
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“Denmark of Indiana,” and when Lake 
county is spoken of the people will 
think of a Holstein-Friesian county. 
Glad to hear that you have a Hol- 
sietn-Friesijan Breeders’ Association 
in the county. 

In closing, the selection of a sire 
might mean success or failure. Test 
your cows and sell the profit-eating 
kind. 

C. E. Smith, secretary of the Lake 
County Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association, was present and informed 
the audience that the association was 
making progress. At present there 
are seventeen members. He is a 
member of the Northwestern Cow 
Testing Association of this county, 
and he gave the results for the past 
eleven months. 

He had twenty-one cows in the test, 
ten of which were three years old. 
After taking out the cost of feeding 
the poorest cow made a profit (net) 
of $57.44; the best cow made a net 
profit of $112.00. That is a remarka- 
ble record when it is known that none 
of these cows had been tested before. 

In speaking of some of the advant- 
ages of the testing association, he said 
that on one occasion he shipped six 
cans of milk and the “inspector” re- 
ported two of them below standard. 
Where upon Mr. Smith took the “cow 
testing association books to the “in- 
spector” and showed him that he had 
only had one cow that had even given 
a test as low as three per cent, and 
that only occurred twice. The rest of 
the cows were away above the stand- 
ard at all times. Also the testing had 
been done by an “official tester.” 

Jas. W. Garver, who has been close- 
ly in touch of the work of this county 
from the beginning, being from the 
Dairy Extension Dept. Purdue, said 
that there had been wonderful de- 
velopment. More than the people of 
the county realized. These two Test- 
ing Associations were the first two in 
the state.- The strength of the work 
in this state will be what is Lake 
county doing? 

Arthur Nelson, tester of the North- 
western Association spoke of some of 
the good the members had received 
and of their intentions of continuing 
the work. He also mentioned some 
who did not join last year and wanted 
to join this year. 

Harley Slack, tester of the Leroy 
Association gave the returns of two 
cows in the same herd, with same 
feed, care and attention. The best 
individual made a profit of about 
$18.50, and the poorer one a loss of 
about $25.00. Or in other words the 
owner paid for the privilege of keep- 
ing her. 

Mr. Forbes then gave some neces- 
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sary advice on the cost of production, 
The lack of attention to the conserva- 
tion of the manure had a very im- 
portant part in profits. An additional 
25 cents per hundred of milk should 
be added whenever the manure is left 
exposed to the weather for a period of 
six months. 

The results were shown where one 
man in six years’ time, by belonging to 
a local Cow Testing Association had 
increased his yield of milk from less 
than five thousand pounds to over 
seven thousand pounds, the number 
of cows from seven to 10; increased 
the butter-fat from 198 pounds to 301.8 
pounds; and the profit per cow from 
$16.45 to $53.00 per cow. Also gave the 
results from one dairyman in Sweden 
for ten years, where the pounds of 
milk increased from 7320 to 11391, in 
other words, the increase in number 
of pounds is above the average pro- 
duction of over half the 700,000 dairy 
cows in Indiana. 

Sam Woods gave an invitation to all 
to join the Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation of Lake county. Showed 
what it meant to belong to an associa- 
tion of this kind. 

The Chairman, or County Agent, 
gave a short review of the days’ work 
and impressed upon the audience the 
need of co-operation in the future such 
as had been shown during the day. 
That the only thing to keep one from 
being up-to-date in methods and per- 
formance in this county now is the 
man himself. Anything that the 
County Agent can do in assisting the 
progressive work and establishing a 
more successful, profitable, and per- 
manent system of farming will be 
done.

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Breeding and Acquired Characters 


Many persons insist that qualities 
in the parents which are the result of 
training or habit, or which have been 
in some way acquired by one parent, 
or both, may be, and are transmitted 
with as much certainty as color, form 
or height. This idea is especially prev- 
alent among breeders of the trotting 
horse, many of whom believe that if 
a stallion is trained and raced and 
every effort made to develop his 
speed he will beget faster foals than 
if his speed were not developed. The 
same is thought to be true of the 
mare, and some believe there is an 
added advantage if the dam is trained 
and raced while she is carrying foal. 


It is not difficult to put faith in 
such a theory if nothing is known of 
the anatomy of the sex organs or of 
the physiology of reproduction, but 
any one who is well informed on these 
matters can not accept such a theory. 
The fact is, it is impossible to see how 
the reproductive cells of the stallion 
may be affected by the body cells in 
such a way as to influence heredity. 
The reproductive cells have no con- 
nection with the cells of the muscles, 
nerves and other body organs. 


The body of the stallion is simply 
a host for his germ cells, furnishing 
them nourishment and_ protection 
much as the dam nourishes and pro- 
tects the embryo. So far as the germ 
cells of the mare (ova) are concerned, 
they are all present in the ovaries of 
the mare when she is born; and all 
that remains for them to accomplish 
when the mare reaches breeding age 
is to increase in size and pass out of 
the ovaries in regular order at the 
periods of heat. C. J. Hamlin, one 
of the most noted and successful 
breeders of trotting horses, was one 
of the first to break away from the 
old-time practice of breeding only to 
developed sires, and the success he 
achieved afforded a practical de- 
monstration of the fallacy of the the- 
ory. 

The usual trouble is in commonly 
thinking of the stallion or mare as 
producing his or her germ cells. That 
is, we are apt to think of the germ 
cells as produced by the body cells. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. The body cells and the germ 
cells are both the product of the fer- 
tilized egg from which the animal 
originated. Very early in the de- 
velopment of the embryo, .one cell or 
group of cells was destined as the

forerunner of the testicles, and hence 
of the spermatozoa, while the re- 
mainder grew and divided again and 
again to form the body. Thus the 
body does not produce the germ cells 
and the body cells are both produced 
independently of each other hy the 
original fertilized egg. 

Thus we see that there is a contin- 
ual stream of germ cell material run- 
ing along through successive genera- 
tions of animals. Scientists call this 
germ cell material the “germ plash.” 
Whenever two animals are mated the 
important result is that two streams 
of germ plasm are united to form a 
new stream which combines some of 
the parts of each of the contributing 
streams. If the inheritance is accord- 
ing to Mendel’s law we know that 
half of each stream is contributed to 
the new germ plasm. Ineidentally a 
new animal grows up out of every 
new combination of germ plasm. 

When considering breeding matters 
we should think of animals simply as 
storehouses for their germ plasm, and 
when we mate two animals we should 
not think that we are mating the ani- 
mals themselves, but instead, that we 
are mating their stores of germ plasm. 
To the breeder, the body of an ani- 
mal is simply a sample part of the 
characters contained in the germ 
plasm of that animal. If the animal 
is a good one, we know that these 
good qualities must also exist in this 
germ plasm. And knowing Mendel’s 
law we are aware that this same good 
animal may also have some very un- 
desirable qualities or characters rep- 
resented in its germ plasm. Hence 
when this germ palsm is mated with 
another animal’s germ plasm, these 
bad qualities may be revealed in the 
bodies of sons and daughters. 

If a trotting stallion or mare is 
trained and raced and shows a high 
rate of speed it is proof that the germ 
plasm has speed inherent in it, and 
that therefore the sons and daughters 
which arise from this same germ 
plasm should possess speed also. 
Training proves what the germ plasm 
contains, but training does not and 
can not put anything new into the 
germ plasm. The untrained sire or 
dam transmits as much speed as 
though he or she had been trained. 
The advantage of training is that it 
helps to remove doubt as to the ani- 
mal’s ability and, therefore of the 
ability inherent in the germ plasm 
of the animal. 

Unsoundnesses in horses or other 





animals are acquired characters and 
can not be transmitted. If a horse 
develops spavins after being moder- 
ately worked, it is proof that his hocks 
were weak from birth. It is also 
proof that weak hocks is an unde- 
sirable character represented in his 
germ plasm. Therefore the germ 
plasm of his sons and daughters will 
probably also contain this undesira- 
ble character and they may themselves 
have weak hocks, which will form 
spavins easily. Diseases themselves 
are never inherited by offspring, but 
some weakness of conformation is 
very often inherited which predis- 
poses the offspring to the same dis- 
ease which affected the parent. The 
occurrence of spavins, curbs, ring 
bones, side bones, tuberculosis, and 
many ailments in successive genera- 
tions of animals is explained in this 
way. 

If science does nothing more for 
the animal breeder than to point out 
some of the erroneous theories of 
breeding it will have rendered a 
great service. Science teaches reli- 
ance in the power of selection to mod- 
ify and improve the types and breeds 
of live stock, and prevents the ex- 
penditure of time and energy in at- 
tempting to do the impossible.—The 
Ohio Farmer.

the New 
York State Breeders’ Consignment 
Sale Co., was held at the sale pavil- 
ion at Liverpool, N. Y., March 25 & 
26, 1014. This was the banner sale 
of the series, 177 head bringing 
$88,910, an average of $502 per head. 
(We believe there were two or three 
animals sold which we did not get 
listed, bringing the total up to $90,335 
but the average of $502 per head re- 
mains the same as the official state- 
ment.) 


Twenty-three head brought $1,000 
or more each, the top figure being 
reached on the four-year-old son of 
King Segis Beets and the 40-lb. cow 
Johanna De Kol Van Beers, consigned 
by John Arfmann of Middletown, N. 
Y. This bull was purchased by Hous-

[This article by M. B. Dean from 
the Rural New-Yorker is valuable, 
coming as it does from disinterested 
sources.

The “best cow” belongs to so many 
different breeds that it would be a 
bold man or a strong partisan who 
would venture to assign her to any 
one of them. It would be equally 
difficult to say which breed furnishes 
the most comely specimens of bovine 
beauty, for personal predictions enter 
largely into the estimates of compar- 
ative values, and tastes differ in the 
matter of looks. I think that it is 
safe to say, however, that up to at 
least compartaively recent times in 
this country, the mention of purebred 
cattle would have brought to most 
the vision of graceful Jerseys or stur- 
dy Short-horns. To many, it would do 
so yet, but another breed is now com- 
peting for popular favor, and in many 
places the dairy landscape is being 
done over in the black and white of 
the Holstein-Friesian cow. 

Away back in the mists of anti- 
quity the ancient Friesians and North 
Hollanders occupying that portion of 
the Netherlands bordering upon the 
North Sea were keeping cattle, and 
the lineal descendants of those cattle 
are still bred by the Hollanders of | 
to-day. They are not now confined 
to Holland however, but are spread 
over the civilized world, carrying with 
them the name and fame of their | 
Dutch ancestry. Though the rich, | 
low pastures of Holland are limited 
in area, arid their cattle compara- | 





tively few in number, that country 
has long been a heavy exporter of 
butter and cheese, showing that in the 
skilled hands of the Dutch their cat- 
tle have been brought to a high state 
of productivity. Not only has the 
yield of the Holsteins, as they are 
popularly called, been greatly in- 
creased through these long centuries 
of breeding, but their type has been 
thoroughly fixed so that wherever 
they go they carry with them their 
own dominant characteristics and im- 
press them upon other cattle with 
which they mix. 

Conditions upon American dairy 
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| farms have changed radically within 
a few years, and farm butter making 
has taken. a subordinate place in dai- 
ry industry. The great cities of the 
Eastern States are calling for more 
whole milk, and the sources of their 
supply are being continually extend- 
ed. This movement places an increas- 
ing number of farmers each year in 
the market milk zones. With the de- 
cline of home butter-making and the 
extension of the market for whole 
milk, it is but natural that chere 
should be an increasing demand for 
heavy producing cows and that com- 
partively little attention should be 
paid to the percentage of butter fat in 
the milk, so long as this does not fall 
below reasonable requirements. No 
one would claim for the Holstein- 
Friesians that their milk excels in 
richness, but, on the other hand, no 
one can deny that, as a breed, they 
have no equals in the production of 
large amounts of milk of medium 
grade, so far as butter fat is con- 
cerned. It is by virtue of this ability 
to produce a great quantity of milk 
in a given time that the Holstein- 
Friesians have acquired all records, 
even to that of butter production. It 
is the contention of Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeders that by reason of this 
smaller amount of butter fat and 
its existence in a finer state of subdi- 
vision, more intimately mixed with 
the fluids, Holstein-Friesian milk is 
superior to richer milk as a human 
food, particularly for babies and 
young children. There is doubtless 
something in this contention, and it

has even been found that some indi- 
viduals of breeds noted for their high 
production of butter fat produce milk 
too rich for their own young. When 
it comes to separating the butter fat 
from the milk, in the shape of cream, 
and breaking up these globules in the 
churn, it must be admitted that some 
other breeds have compensating ad- 
vantages, however. Nature is some- 
times lavish in her generosity, but she 
seldom bestows all her favors upon 
one child. 

As has been said in another con- 
nection, farmers have a_ business 
sense which quickly leads them to 
produce the grade of product for 
which they can obtain the largest 
margin of profit. 
cattle will excel another in the pro- 
duction of a marketable commodity, 
without’ an offsetting increase in the 
cost of production, that breed will 
gradually, but surely, supplant the 
other in those districts where that 
commodity is the chief source of in- 
come. This is not equivalent to say- 
ing that Holstein-Friesians are su- 
perior to all other breeds, for in some 
points others excel them, and for some 
dairymen these other points may te 
of paramount importance. It- does 
account, however, for the fact in the 
great milk shipping districts of our 
country the black and white cattle, 
with their huge frames, their im- 
mense udders, and their unrivalled 
capacity for turning great quantities 
of roughage into milk, are displacing

smaller breeds upon large dairy farms | 


and compelling them to find their 
places upon those farms where spe- 
cial conditions give them the advan- 
tage which their peculiar merits war- 
rant. 


The one great feature in which the 
Holstein-Friesians excel is as has al- 
ready been said, the production of 
milk. This capacity for production 
in some individuals of that breed has 
been phenomenal, and would, indeed, 
be almost unbelievable were it not 
for’ undisputed official tests. Over 
100 pounds of milk per day, for a hun- 
dred days in succession, were given 
by one Holstein-Friesian cow tested 
by the Massachusetts Experiment 
Station; three cows made over 40 
pounds of butter in one week. These 
enormous yields are interesting as 
showing the possibilities of produc- 


tion, but they bear little relation to! 








the results obtained in the average 
dairy under ordinary conditions. Good 
Holstein cows, properly fed and cared 
for, should each give from 40 to 50 
pounds of milk per day, or from 8,000 
to 10,000 pounds in their milking 
year, and this milk should contain 
close to 3.5 per cent of butter fat, 
Where butter is made the skim milk 
is a valuable asset, and in the produc- 
tion of this, Holstein-Friesians again 
excel, of course. Mature Holstein- 
Friesians weigh from 1,000 to 1,500 
pounds each, and it is not reasonable 
to expect that they can be fed, and 
their milk flow sustained, on the same 
rations that would support a Jersey 
or other cow of smaller type. With 
the dairymen, however, it is not a 
question of how much a cow eats, but 
of how economically she converts her 
food into milk. No one questions the 
ability of Holstein-Friesians to do 
this to advantage, and so, with a 
good individual, the more she eats 
the better. Dainty cows are seldom 
large producers; but the Holstein- 
Friesians are not dainty; 30 to 40 
pounds of siage, 10 to 15 pounds of 
hay, and 8 to 12 pounds of grain are 
easily consumed by the average Hol- 
stein-Friesians in full flow of milk, 
in one day. 

A breeder of Jerseys once said that 
his only objection to them was the 
difficulty he had in keeping the cat 
from catching the young calves. No 
such objection could hold against the 
Holstein-Friesians; their calves are 
large, big of bone, and usually thrif- 
ty. They are easily reared, and with 
reasonable care, may be kept growing

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without a break up to maturity. They 
thrive on skim-milk and quickly be- 
come able to eat and make good use 
of grain and roughage. Their large 
size makes them valuable for veal; 
a consideration not to be despised 
nowadays. It would be folly to dis- 
parage the other well-known and val- 
uable dairy breeds in an attempt to 
magnify the Holstein-Friesians. All 
these breeds have their advantages 
and their place in farm economy. The 
writer confesses to an almost over- 
whelming desire to put a beautiful 
Kerry cow that he recently saw at a 
State fair into his pocket, and to 
carry her home with him. A wise 
farmer will study the different breeds 
to learn what particular advantages 
each can offer, and then, with a 
knowledge of his own conditions, and 
the. requirements of his market, he 
will choose the one that seems likely 
to be most valuable upon his own 
farm. In doing this he should care- 
fully consider the advantages of com- 
munity breeding, however, and he 
may well sometimes give up some of 
his own preferences for the sake of 
joining his neighbors in-the general 
choice. Where a community is sub- 
stantially united upon one breed, it 
is possible to co-operate in securing 
males of improved breeding and thus 
vastly improve the herds of all, with- 
out excessive cost to anyone. Such 
communities also attract buyers of 
the breed generally kept, and thus en- 
hance prices and opportunities to 
profitably dispose of surplus stoek.
